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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the Invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Motooka et al. US #5,584,133. 

3. Motooka et al. teach a label holder insert that is secured in an opening 
comprising a recess (Figure 2) having back, lower, upper and side portions, front tab 8, 
rear tab 6, side tabs (similar to 8) and top flange and spaced catches opposite 8 and 6. 
Motooka et al. do not specifically teach a rectangular recess, however, the shape of the 
display is considered to be entirely a matter of design choice. It would have been 
obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to make the recess and display any 
desired shape so as to convey a particular appearance or message. 

4. Motooka et al. do not specifically teach methods, however, the methods of the 
instant claims would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art given the 
structure of Motooka et al. 

5. Claims 4-6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Motooka et al. as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Burgess et al. US 
#2,029,221. 
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6. Motooka et al. do not teach a cover hinged to a portion of the recess, however, 
such covers are old and well known, as shown by Burgess et al. Glass panel 44 is 
hinged to a wall portion of the recess. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill to apply a transparent cover to the recess of Motooka et al. so that the display may 
be protected. 

7. Motooka et al. and Burgess et al. do not teach particular methods, however, 
such methods would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill given the structure of 
these devices.
